Initiated  by  the  Alpha  Phi  Chapter  at  Tulane,  Amy  continued 
her  Theta  service  during  three  terms  as  Fraternity  vice  presi¬ 
dent,  nearly  nine  years  on  Theta's  NPC  delegation,  four  years  as 
Theta  Foundation  trustee  and  Fraternity  Housing  Corporation 
board  member,  and  the  position  of  Fraternity  ritualist.  Her 
Theta  career  began  with  sendee  as  an  educational  leadership 
consultant,  college  chapter  advisor,  college  chapter  facility  cor¬ 
poration  board  member,  and  college  district  president. 


A  champion  for  preserving  and  maintaining  our  ritual;  a  rule 
model  to  thousands  in  the  Greek  community;  and  the  personi¬ 
fication  of  Theta  values,  including  vision,  tenacity,  and  deter¬ 
mination,  Amy’s  impact  on  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  will  be  felt  for 
generations  to  come.

THETA  MATTERS 


HAPPY  ANNIVERSARY  TO  OUR  FIRST  SISTERS 

This  year  marks  the  150th  anniversary  of  women  attend¬ 
ing  DePanw  University,  This  is  a  significant  date  for 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  because  two  of  the  first  women 
admitted  to  the  school  then  called  Indiana  Asburv 
were  two  of  our  founders:  Bet  tie  Locke  and  Alice  Allen. 
Although  the  initial  decision  to  allow  women  to  attend 
Ashury  had  been  made  in  I860,  it  was  rescinded  several 
times  with  debate  following  each  decision. 

Asburv  prided  itself  on  being  known  as  the  Harvard  west 
of  the  Alleghenies;  the  school  catalog  compared  course 
by  course  to  Harvard,  Many  of  the  male  students— eve  it 
some  of  the  faculty — opposed  the  admission  of  women 
because  they  feared  it  would  downgrade  Asbury’s  repu¬ 
tation  and  thus  the  worth  of  their  education. 

Once  admitted,  the  women  persevered.  They  were 
outstanding  students  and  gradually  won  acceptance. 

As  Bettie  Locke  said,  “We  realized  somehow  that  we 
weren’t  going  to  college  just  for  ourselves  but  for  all  the 
girls  who  would  follow  after  us.” 

In  fact,  according  the  US  Department  of  Education, 
women  now  account  for  55  percent  of  undergraduates 
enrolled  in  four-year  colleges  in  the  US,  and,  according  to 
a  study  by  the  Pew  Research  Center,  women  tend  to  earn 
higher  grades  and  dmp  out  less  frequently  than  men. 

We  think  Bertie  and  Alice  would  be  pleased  by  those 
statistics.  Pleased,  but  not  surprised.

•  The  women’s  groups  experienced  growth  of  6.1 
percent  over  the  previous  year.

AS  A  COLLEGIAN,  I  HAD  WONDERFUL 
ADVISORS  WHO  CHALLENGED,  SUPPORTED, 
AND  ENCOURAGED  ME,  AND  I  WANTED  TO 
BE  THAT  ADVISOR  TO  FUTURE  MEMBERS. 

Upon  graduating  from  college,  1  immediately  contacted 
my  college  district  director  to  become  an  advisor.  As  an 
advisor,  I  view  my  role  as  a  mentor.  1  strive  to  provide 
advice  and  feedback  and  support  the  women  in  their 
successes  and  mistakes.  It  can  be  difficult  to  refrain 
from  giving  the  answer  or  solving  the  problem,  but  it’s 
been  my  experience  that  women  learn  best  by  doing 
and  feel  a  higher  sense  of  achievement  when  their  victo¬ 
ries  are  truly  their  own. 

1  see  the  direct  impact  of  my  role  on  the  individual 
members  and  the  chapter.  Advisors  form  a  bond  with 
the  officer(s)  they  work  with,  and  often  that  bond 
extends  outside  of  Theta.  In  fact,  I  think  the  advisee/ 
advisor  relationship  is  at  its  best  when  advisees  can 
share  all  facets  of  their  life,  such  as  school,  family, 
friends,  relationship,  work  ...  facets  that  usually  directly 
impact  their  experiences  in  Theta.  To  help  achieve 
this  relationship,  1  send  out  a  survey  to  my  advisee  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term,  asking  her  to  tell  me  about 
herself  (her  hometown,  family  members,  birthday)  and 
about  how  she  likes  to  receive  feedback  and  be  recog¬ 
nised.  This  information  is  vital  to  me  being  the  best 
advisor  1  can  be,  because  it  is  my  job  to  adapt  to  the 
advisee,  rather  than  the  advisee  having  to  adapt  to  my 
style. 

Advising  can  he  time-consuming,  depending  on  the  role 
and  the  climate  of  the  chapter.  Luckily,  I  have  a  desk 
job  that  allows  me  to  communicate  via  email  and  on  the 
phone  during  the  day  as  need  be.  Lm  always  thankful 
for  the  board  of  advisors  who  share  the  workload  with 
me,  especially  when  it  conies  to  attending  meetings.  I 
enjoy  learning  from  their  Theta  and  life  experiences, 
and  the  chapter  benefits  from  advisors  with  diverse 
experiences.  They  truly  make  the  job  of  an  ABC  easier 
and  more  collaborative. 

The  role  of  ABC  for  Gamma  Sigma  (reestablished  in 
December  2016)  has  offered  me  a  few  firsts,  including 
my  first  time  advising  a  “new”  chapter.  The  women  are 
learning  what  it  means  to  be  Thetas  and  what  it  means 
to  be  officers  in  Theta  simultaneously.  Without  former 
officers  to  learn  from,  this  semester  has  been  full  of 
challenges  and  adjustments,  and  I'm  sure  that  will  con¬ 


tinue  as  we  form  the  identity  of  Gamma  Sigma.  Even 
though  these  women  joined  our  organization  only  a  few 
months  ago,  Tm  proud  to  he  their  advisor  and  witness 
their  growth  as  officers,  members,  and  young  women. 
To  be  able  to  have  a  small  role  in  that  growth 
is  humbling  and  a  responsibility  I  never  take  lightly  or 
for  granted.

Chapter  was  reestablished  at  Virginia  Poly tecliic 
institute  and  State  University,  popularly  known 
as  Virginia  Tech,  on  April  23.  The  previous  day,  103 
women  had  been  initiated,  including  four  legacies,

Fraternity 
President  Laura  Ware  Doerre,  Delta  Xi/North 
Carolina,  noted  that  Epsilon  Nu  was  the  largest  of 
Theta’s  three  spring  2017  installations  in  terms  of  both 
charter  members  and  attendees  at  the  installation 
brunch. 


Located  in  Blacksburg,  Ya.,  Virginia  Tech  offers  1 16 
bachelor’s  degree  programs  through  its  seven  undergrad 
uatc  academic  colleges  and  160  master’s  and  doctoral 
degree  programs  through  the  graduate  school  to  more 
than  30,600  students.  Founded  in  1872,  the  institute 
began  accepting  women  as  full-time  students  in  1921, 
but  student  staff  of  the  school  yearbook,  called  The 
Bugle ,  refused  to  include  women  students  in  its  pages. 
So  the  women  started  their  own  yearbook,  which  they 
christened  The  Tin  Horn. 


This  autumn,  Theta  will  establish  two  new  college 
chapters:  Theta  Omicron  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  Charlotte  and  Theta  Pi  at  Sacred  Heart 
University ,  Look  for  more  information  in  the  autumn 
issue  of  the  Theta  magazine.

Scholarship  has  always  been  a  central  tenant  tor  the 
members  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta;  indeed,  it  is  one  of  our 
core  values.  Our  founders  came  together,  in  part,  as  a 
mutual  support  system  in  an  incredibly  arduous  envi¬ 
ronment.  They  encouraged  one  another  in  academic 
pursuits  and  challenged  one  another  and  all  future 
members  to  achieve  their  personal  best  in  the  class¬ 
room. 

Even  more  than  a  half-century  after  our  founding,  Bet  tie 
Locke  Hamilton  was  still  stressing  the  importance  of 
scholarship.  In  a  letter  sent  to  the  Alpha  Psi  Chapter 
at  Lawrence  in  1926,  Bertie  shared  a  message  that  has 
been  a  “North  Star”  for  Thetas  over  many  generations 
“...and  try  above  all  tilings  to  keep  up  a  high  standard  of 
Scholarship — nothing  will  elevate  K.A.0.  like  wonderful 
Scholarship!” 

I  low  true  her  words  were  then,  and  they  remain  true 
today!  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  chapters  enjoy  remarkable 
success  with  more  than  25  percent  of  our  college  chap¬ 
ters  achieving  the  number-one  ranking  on  their  campus 
in  terms  of  grades  and  more  than  75  percent  of  our  col¬ 
lege  chapters  being  above  the  all-sorority  average  (ASA) 
on  their  campuses.  Of  course,  there  are  also  many 
members  who  have  been  recognized  for  tbeir  remark¬ 
able  individual  achievements  over  the  last  147  years. 

Against  the  backdrop  of  our  founding,  many  other 


Greek-letter  organizations  for  women  were  also  starting 
and  spreading  across  the  nation.  In  1902,  seven  groups 
organized  to  form  the  National  Panhell enic  Conference 
(NPC).  From  1903-1951,  even  more  Greek-letter  organi¬ 
zations  for  women  joined  NPC,  eventually  totaling  26. 

The  Panhellenic  Creed,  which  each  member  group  sup¬ 
ports,  states:  “We,  as  undergraduate  members  of  wom¬ 
en’s  fraternities,  stand  for  good  scholarship,  for  guarding 
of  good  health,  for  maintenance  of  fine  standards,  and 
for  serving,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  our  college  com¬ 
munity.” 

A  commitment  to  academic  excellence  for  members  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  [lie  other  NPC  groups  results 
in  success  for  individual  members  and  their  chap¬ 
ters,  This,  in  turn,  encourages  all  women  to  reach 
their  potential  both  inside  and  outside  the  classroom. 
Intellectual  development  includes  all  cultural,  practical, 
recreational,  political,  and  social  aspects  of  life  and  is 
echoed  in  Theta's  mission  of  offering  lifelong  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  intellectual  growth. 

I'm  proud  that  Thetas  are  leading  women  in  this  area 
and  have  been  since  1870,  To  join  me  in  celebrating 
the  Year  of  Scholarship,  share  photos  and  stories  of 
academic  pursuits  and  lifelong  learning  to  ThetalSQg:

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Kristen  Magnes  Kaiser,  Alpha/DePauw, 

wrapped  up  her  position  as  executive  director  of  Theta 
Foundation  on  June  30.  In  this  email  interview,  she 
reflects  on  her  more  than  IS  years  on  Theta  staff,  what 
makes  Theta  unique,  and  why  she  will  always  lie  loyal 
to  the  black  and  gold* 

Lauren:  YouVe  come  to  work  for  Theta  three  times. 
First  as  an  educational  leadership  consultant  (ELC), 
then  as  assistant  director  of  chapter  services,  and  finally 
as  director  of  marketing  for  Theta  Foundation,  which 
led  to  your  promotion  to  the  role  of  executive  director. 
What  kept  bringing  you  back  to  Theta? 

Kristen:  Each  time  I  came  to  staff  because  of  the 
opportunity  to  work  for  ail  organization  I  loved*  And 
each  time  I  ended  up  on  staff,  it  was  because  someone 
asked  me  to  consider  it.  Not  once  did  1  independently 
seek  the  job*  Each  time,  someone  saw  potential  in  me 
that  I  didn’t  necessarily  see  in  myself.  During  chapter 
elections  when  1  was  at  DePauw,  the  philosophy  was, 
“Don't  run  for  an  office;  simply  make  yourself  available 
to  serve,  and  your  sisters  will  identify  how  best  you  can 
do  that*”  That  has  been  my  entire  career  with  Theta: 
Being  willing  to  serve  and  open  to  how  others  think  I 
can  best  make  a  difference. 

Lauren:  How  would  you  summarize  the  impact 
Theta  has  had  on  you  as  both  a  person  and  a  profes¬ 
sional? 

Kristen:  My  best  friends  are  Thetas.  However,  they 
are  not  just  the  Thetas  I  met  during  my  undergradu¬ 


ate  years  at  DePauw.  To  he  clear,  those  women  remain 
some  of  my  dearest  friends.  But  my  Theta  friendships 
span  chapters,  miles,  and  decades*  it  is  a  beautiful 
mosaic  of  women  who  have  enriched  mv  life  in  count¬ 
less  ways.  To  have  strong  friendships  with  women  who 
could  be  vour  grandmother,  mother,  sister,  or  daughter 
is  really  a  gift.  It  means  there  is  no  challenge  you’ll  face 
that  these  women — collectively — won’t  empathize  with, 
understand,  or  have  experienced. 

Lauren:  What's  a  stand-out  memory  of  your  Theta 
experience? 

Kristen:  1  think  of  so  many  stories  from  the  former 
dorm  room  at  Theta  headquarters.  When  I  was  an  ELC, 
we  slept  in  the  dorm  room.  The  dorm  room  is  where 
I  first  pitched  the  Pansy  Patch  concept  to  the  trust¬ 
ees*  Later*  the  dorm  room  became  Theta  Foundation’s 
home,  and  my  desk  was  where  my  friends’  beds  once 
were*  That  is  where  we  brought  Pansy  Patch  to  life, 
launched  Give  to  Lead ,  Give  to  Lcai'n,  and  shared 
countless  laughs  with  colleagues. 

Lauren:  Why  do  you  think  Theta  and  the  overall 
sorority  experience  are  still  relevant  today? 

Kristen:  Because  people  need  people.  To  have 
eaningful  relationships,  to  celebrate  successes,  to 
overcome  adversity,  to  make  a  true  and  lasting  differ¬ 
ence  in  the  world.  It  is  not  easy  or  fulfilling  to  do  those 
things  on  your  own*  But  to  do  this  With  women  you  love 
and  respect?  That  makes  life  rewarding*  Bettie  and  her 
friends  knew  that  in  1870,  and  it  remains  true  today.

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FLYING  ABOVE  THE  FROZEN  ARCTIC  ON  A  THREE-WEEK  POLARTREC 
RESEARCH  MISSION  WAS  A  LIFE-CHANGING  EXPERIENCE  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 
SCIENCE  TEACHER  ADEENA  TERES.  by  jam  schmitz  mathew,  a/h-linois 


Nearly  3,000  miles  from  her  home  in  Coconut 

Creek,  Florida,  Adeena  Teres  stood  near  an  ice 
cap  in  remote  Greenland  and  experienced  one  of 
the  wo  rid1  s  ra  res  t — ve  t  si  mp  les  t — phe  n  o  m  e  n  a . 

Complete  silence. 

“I  heard  absolutely  nothing,  no  birds  or  animals  or 
wind,”  recalls  Teres,  Zeta  Kappa/South  Carolina. 
“The  landscape  was  flat  and  white,  with  only  small  areas 
of  rocks.  It  stretched  forever.” 

Exquisite  tranquility  set  the  tone  for  an  experience  that 
Teres,  a  science  teacher  at  S  ton  email  Douglas  High 
School  in  Parkland,  Florida,  describes  as  life-changing: 

A  three-week  PolarTREC  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  (NASA)  leeBridge  mission  in 
which  she  joined  NASA  scientists  to  collect  data  on 
the  movement,  thickness,  and  depth  of  Greenland's 
land  and  sea  ice.  The  data,  which  NASA  shares  with 
scientists  worldwide,  is  key  to  understanding  climate 
change  and  the  effect  humans  have  on  this  occurrence. 
Valuable  data  also  will  make  its  way  to  Teres *8  class¬ 
room,  where  it  will  challenge  the  minds  of  her  earth  sci¬ 
ence  and  biology  students. 

“1  used  to  think  of  ice  as  something  I  dropped  into  a 
glass  of  water,  or  something  that  was  annoying  on  my 
windshield,”  says  Teres.  “But  now  I  imagine  ice  being 
carried  out  to  sea  by  water  moving  underneath  and  the 
way  glaciers  look  as  the  seasons  change.  When  you’re 
close  to  the  glaciers,  you  can  actually  hear  ice  cracking 
and  moving  and  water  dripping. 


“Throughout  this  mission,  1  learned  so  much  more 
about  polar  science.  But  most  importantly,  1  grew  pro¬ 
fessionally  and  as  a  person.” 

DISCOVERING  PASSIONS  AND 
CONNECTIONS 

A  native  of  Broomall,  Pennsylvania,  Teres  describes 
herself  as  a  hardworking  and  conscientious  student.  She 
also  recalls  a  favorite  math  teacher  who  modeled  the  art 
of  education,  “He  got  me  through  geometry  and  algebra 
by  spending  a  lot  of  time  with  me  and  really  helping  me 
out,”  she  says*  “As  long  as  1  tried  and  worked  hard,  he 
gave  me  credit.” 

Through  the  years,  Teres  also  cultivated  a  passion 
for  marine  science  and  was  particularly  drawn  to  the 
University  of  South  Carolina's  highly  regarded  program. 
Leaving  her  Pennsylvania  home,  however,  was  a  tough 
personal  st retell. 

“I  was  scared  and  didn't  know  if  I'd  make  friends,”  she 
says.  “My  mom  suggested  that  1  go  through  recruitment, 
but  I  wasn't  sure  1  wanted  to. 

“ Eve ryt h ing  c ha nge d  o nc e  I  wa  1  k ed  into  The ta ,  t h ougl i , 
and  I  knew  that  was  *it.  1  felt  a  sense  of  sisterhood  and 
loved  the  idea  of  a  support  group.  The  Theta  house 
was  a  community  of  learners,  as  well  as  a  fun  place  to 
be— which  is  exactly  what  1  try  to  duplicate  in  my  class¬ 
room. 

“I  grew  up  in  college,  and  I  gained  confidence.  Theta 
had  a  lot  to  do  with  that.”

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Although  she  originally  envisioned  a  career  as  a  lab 
scientist,  Teres  discovered  that  she  preferred  to  “move 
around"  —  either  by  relocating  physically  or  by  seeking 
new  professional  opportunities.  After  earning  her  bach¬ 
elor  of  science  degree  in  marine  science,  she  worked  for 
two  years  as  a  field  technician  for  Health  Consultants 
in  Houston,  Texas,  where  she  inspected  residential  and 
commercial  sites  for  possibly  dangerous  or  hazardous 
en  v  i  ro  n  m  e  n  ta  1  corn!  i  tion  s . 

in  2004,  Teres  moved  to  Florida  to  care  for  her  grandfa¬ 
ther  and  on  a  lark,  applied  for  a  flight  attendant  position 
with  Fort  Lauderdale-based  Gulf  Stream  Airlines.  “I  was 
surprised  when  1  got  the  job,”  she  recalls.  “But  I  loved 
experiencing  new  people  and  traveling  to  many  new 
places.”  After  her  first  year  with  Gulf  Stream,  Teres  was 
promoted  to  flight  attendant  supervisor,  which  afforded 
the  opportunity  to  train  and  mentor  new  flight 
attendants. 

Next  came  another  relatively  unexpected  adventure — * 
a  six-month  intensive  Spanish  immersion  program  at 
the  University  of  Salamanca.  “I  wanted  a  change  of  pace 
and  felt  l  was  done  with  my  environmental  career,"  she 
says.  “Plus,  I  always  wanted  to  learn  Spanish!" 

Teres's  passion  for  people,  training,  science,  and  adven¬ 
ture  culminated  in  the  decision  to  pursue  a  second 
degree.  She  returned  to  school,  earning  a  master's  of 
education  in  curriculum  and  instruction  from  Florida 
Atlantic  University,  with  teaching  certifications  in  sec¬ 
ondary  biology  and  secondary  earth  science. 

EDUCATING  FUTURE  SCIENTISTS 

Since  2008,  Teres  has  taught  ninth  through  twelfth 
grade  sciences,  including  biology,  marine  science,  earth 
science,  and  advanced  placement  environmental  and 
integrated  science.  She  combines  a  hands-on  teaching 
philosophy  with  project-based  learning,  allowing  stu¬ 
dents  to  develop  some  of  their  own  science  projects  and 
to  take  responsibility  for  their  work. 

“They  put  something  in  to  it  in  order  to  get  something 
out,"  she  explains.  “My  classroom  is  a  place  of  mutual 
respect,  and  1  don’t  expect  anything  from  my  students 
that  1  wouldn’t  do  myself."  For  instance,  when  the  class 
did  a  series  of  jumping  jacks  in  order  to  compare  chang¬ 
es  in  heart  rates.  Teres  jumped  right  along  with  them. 

She's  always  willing  to  segue  to  the  role  of  student,  too. 
“When  it  comes  to  technology,  my  "kids’  know  more 
than  me.  Everything's  instant  and  they're  more  con¬ 
nected  than  I've  ever  seen. 

“J  offered  service  hours  to  anyone  who  would  teach  me 
SnapchaL  Doing  research  means  going  to  Google  rather 
than  the  library,  and  instead  of  using  flash  cards  to 
learn  vocabulary  words,  my  students  set  up  Quia  pages. 

“But  as  long  as  they're  studying,  I'm  all  in." 

Teres's  classroom  dynamics  also  reflect  the  ways  she's 
changed  throughout  her  nine-year  teaching  career. 

“At  first  I  focused  on  getting  students  under  control," 
she  says.  “Now,  I  constantly  ask  myself  what  I  can  do  to 
give  them  the  best  learning  experience  possible.  I  also 
get  along  better  with  my  students.  They've  very  open 
and  really  want  to  get  to  know  you. 

“The  gratification  outweighs  the  challenge,  but  chal¬ 
lenges  keep  teaching  interesting." 


EMBRACING  AN  ARCTIC  EXPERIENCE 

Trading  Florida  heat  for  the  frigid  Arctic  from  April  8 
to  May  3  combined  the  challenges  and  gratification  of 
teaching,  plus  a  big  dose  of  tenacity.  After  being  twice 
rejected  for  the  highly  competitive  PolarTREC  program, 
which  is  partially  sponsored  by  NASA,  Teres's  third  try 
was  the  charm. 

“I  was  lucky,”  she  says,  adding  that  NASA  covered  all 
of  her  expenses.  “When  1  interviewed  with  (principal 
investigator)  John  Woods,  he  was  particularly  interested 
in  niv  flight  experience.  We  got  along  well;  we’re  both 
easy-going  and  flexible.” 

Teres's  time  was  divided  between  Greenland's  Thule 
Air  Base,  where  it  was  light  24  hours  a  day,  and 
Range rlussuaq,  a  small  town  in  western  Greenland 
which  is  the  country's  major  international  transport 
hub.  She  spent  eight  hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week, 
aboard  a  turbo  prop  plane  that  doubled  as  a  mobile  sci¬ 
ence  station.  The  plane  flew  missions  that  had  been 
requested  and  prioritized  by  a  community  of  scientists. 

Equipment  aboard  the  24-passenger  plane  provided  a 
“full  picture"  of  the  Arctic  by  allowing  researchers  to 
create  topographic  maps  and  measure  the  temperature 
of  land,  sea,  and  ice.  Radar-sensing  equipment  revealed 
the  amount  of  ice  cover,  and  altimeters  measured  its 
height.  Comparative  data  was  critical,  too.  Missions 
often  returned  to  the  same  areas  to  record  changes  in 
ice  caps  and  glaciers  over  a  period  of  time. 

Although  awed  by  the  birds-eye  view  of  the  Arctic, 

Teres  was  much  more  than  an  observer.  She  assisted 
the  crew,  and  was  encouraged  to  ask  questions. 

“I  worked  the  360- degree  camera  and  was  nervous  at 
first,"  she  recalls.  “It  was  new  equipment  and  1  knew 
the  data  was  so  important.  But  then  I  realized  that  the 
scientists  must  trust  me,  or  they  wouldn't  have  asked. 

“Everyone  was  there  to  help  and  they  advised  me  to  just 
have  fun  with  it.  Taking  on  that  idea  changed  the  whole 
trip." 

Teres  also  absorbed  the  significance  of  polar  science 
and  the  impact  of  Arctic  ice  on  the  entire  earth  sphere. 

“Global  winds  and  currents  travel  all  over  the  world, 
and  what  happens  in  one  area  eventually  affects  all 
areas,”  she  says.  “Currents  leaving  the  Arctic  bring 
cold  water  down.  If  climate  change  is  extremely  had 
over  time,  certain  parts  of  the  globe  will  actually  cool 
down."  For  instance,  the  current  that  goes  near  England 
is  warm,  hut  if  too  much  ice  melts,  it  eventually  could 
turn  cold. 

“Sea  ice  that's  already  in  the  ocean  is  a  good  thing,” 
Teres  adds.  “The  concern  is  land  ice.  If  those  sheets 
melt,  that's  when  the  sea  level  rises." 

“Climate  change  is  a  natural  occurrence,"  she  contin¬ 
ues.  “What  scientists  want  to  study  is  how  humans  are 
affecting  it.  Are  we  slowing  the  process  down,  or  speed¬ 
ing  it  up?” 

When  the  school  year  starts,  Teres's  science  students 
will  join  the  quest  for  answers.  She  plans  to  show  her 
Earth  Science  class  photo  data  that  documents  an 
active  glacier  over  a  period  of  years.  Based  on  what  they 
see,  students  will  be  challenged  to  predict  future  glacial 
changes. 

“They'll  also  create  a  one-  or  two- min  ute  "public  science

announcement’  that  "pitches1  an  aspect  of  polar  science 
that  particularly  interests  them,  and  explain  why  it’s 
important,”  she  says. 

Teres  also  will  share  many  of  her  more  "grounded" 
adventures:  hiking  to  frozen  waterfalls  and  glaciers  in 
Kangerlussuaq,  watching  dog  sled  races  while  standing 
on  the  frozen  ocean,  seeing  arctic  foxes  that  were  as 
spoiled  as  pets,  and  small  plants  that  supported  animal 
life  in  the  world’s  harshest  environment, 

“Glaciers  were  the  most  amazing  sight,”  she  recalls.  “I 
could  stare  for  hours  at  the  point  where  a  glacier  meets 
the  sea  and  he  happy.  Ice  calving,  which  is  when  gla¬ 
ciers  and  ice  connect,  creates  a  rough,  bumpy  surface 
on  the  ice.  You  can  see  white  and  blue  in  the  ice,  as 
well  as  its  texture  and  depth.” 

ANTICIPATING  NEW  ADVENTURES 

Over  the  next  year,  Teres  will  serve  as  an  ambassador 
for  PolarTREG  by  traveling  to  schools  and  science  and 
teacher  conferences  to  share  her  story.  And  beyond 
the  world  of  science,  Teres  enjoys  jewelry-making. 

She  started  heading  in  high  school  and  now  shares  the 
hobby  with  her  parents.  “My  dad  has  a  great  eye  for 
putting  colors  together,  and  he  makes  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful  jewelry,”  she  says,  referring  to  her  favorite — a 
vibrant  necklace  with  drops  and  cascades  that  pairs 
with  earrings.  “Jewelry-making  is  relaxing,  and  it’s  a 
personal,  family  thing. 

“We  don’t  sell  anything;  we  just  give  our  jewelry  as 
gifts.” 

Teres  lost  her  brother,  Avi,  six  and  one-half  years  ago 
to  blood  cancer,  and  she’s  since  joined  the  Leukemia 
and  Lymphoma  Society’s  Team  in  Training,  a  leader 
in  endurance  sports  training  for  charity.  Site  runs  in 
half-marathons  and  5-  and  1  OK  races;  most  notably,  the 
annual  Walt  Disney  World  Marathon  Weekend. 

“h  it  hadn’t  been  for  Avi’s  death,  I  never  would  have 


started  running  or  joined  Team  in  Training,"  she  says. 
“I’ve  met  some  wonderful  people,  and  1  think  lie  would 
be  proud.” 

Teres  also  is  committed  to  bringing  her  students  new 
lessons.  Her  long-term  plan  includes  procurement  of 
an  Albert  Einstein  Distinguished  Educator  Fellowship, 
which  provides  the  opportunity  for  accomplished  K-12 
educators  in  the  fields  of  science,  technology,  engineer¬ 
ing,  and  mathematics  (STEM)  to  serve  In  the  national 
education  arena.  If  accepted,  Teres  would  spend  a  year 
working  in  federal  agencies  or  US  Congressional  offices 
where  she’d  apply  her  knowledge  and  classroom  experi¬ 
ences  to  national  education  program  and/or  education 
policy  efforts. 

And  if  her  third  try  is  again  die  charm,  that’s  fine  too. 

“I  believe  in  taking  every  opportunity  you  can  take, 
working  hard,  and  having  fun,”  Teres  says.  “Don’t  give 
up  on  your  goals.  Put  in  as  much  effort  as  you  can,  and 
if  tilings  don’t  happen  the  first  time,  work  harder  and 
put  more  time  into  it. 

“Learning  from  every  experience  makes  you  stronger,”  <£>

This  year  marks 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  U8  entry  into  World  War  I,  so  let’s 
look  at  how  we  reported  on  the  efforts  of  the  Fraternity,  chapters,  and 
individual  members.

“Every  Theta  who  contributed  to  our  fund  last  year  will  he  interested 
to  know  about  the  use  of  that  money  and  about  our  plans  for  work  this 
year.”  So  began  an  article  in  the  November  1918  issue  of  the  magazine. 
With  the  announcement  of  US  participation  in  the  war.  Theta  had  consid¬ 
ered  calling  off  the  1917  Grand  Convention.  Instead,  we  held  Convention 
but  focused  on  what  the  Fraternity  could  do  for  the  war  effort.  The 
Convention  body  resolved  to  raise  funds  to  supply  the  needs  of  nurses  for 
a  hospital  unit  The  goal  was  $3,800  ($47,300  in  today's  dollars.),  which 
was  met  and  surpassed  by  more  than  $1,600.  Grand  Council  decided  to 
use  the  overage  and  additional  donations  to  fund  the  expenses  of  Thetas 
who  went  oversees  to  assist  in  the  war  effort. 


Ruth  Townley,  Mu/Allegheny,  funded  hv  Theta,  served  as  a  canteen 
worker.  Her  letters  were  regularly  published  in  the  magazine.  Even 
though  the  war  ended  in  November  1918,  there  was  lots  to  still  do.  In 
December,  Ruth  wrote,  “This  canteen  is  on  the  line  of  communication 
between  front  and  seaport.  It  is  one  of  the  largest  in  France  and  noted  for 
its  good  food....  There  are  twelve  girls  here  working  in  eight-hour  shifts. 
This  week  I  have  worked  afternoons  as  sandwich  girl.  1  have  cut  tons  of 
bread  and  spread  all  kinds  of  goo,  at  least  seven  hundred  sandwiches  an 
afternoon.”

Also  in  our  November  1918  issue,  the  magazine  listed  some  of  the  ways 
college  and  alumnae  chapters  supported  the  troops  and  raised  money.

stated  amount  of  time  each  week  to  work  in  Red  Cross  work 


rooms,  the  usual  average  time  being  two  hours  per  week  per  capita. 


Other.  “Alpha  Nu  sent  two  dozen  boxes  of  candy  for  Christmas  to 
Montana  boys  in  service  -  every  such  boy  was  remembered  thus  by 
the  university.”  “Alpha  Phi  entertained  at  the  sailor's  and  soldier's 
club  in  New  Orleans,  once  with  a  dance  and  again  with  a  concert  by 
the  Kazoo  band.” 


Finally,  the  magazine  recorded  the  contributions  of  individual  Thetas, 
both  here  arid  abroad,  and  several  of  these  women  shared  their  experi¬ 
ences  with  readers.  Pierre  Jones,  UpsilonAIinnesota,  served  as  a  canteen 
worker  with  the  Red  Cross  and  was  stationed  in  France.  She  wrote,  “I 
feel  as  if  I  had  seen  everything  but  the  actual  trench  itself.  I  wouldn’t 
have  missed  these  two  weeks  for  all  the  rest  of  my  experience  over  here. 
We  hop  on  all  trains  of  wounded  going  through  and  give  out  cigarettes. 
One  aim.  found  some  Englishmen  who  hadn't  had  anything  to  eat  or 
drink  for  quite  some  time.  We  smuggled  in  hot  coffee  to  them.” 

Marion  B.  Thompson,  Alpha  O micro wOklahoma,  served  as  a  searcher, 
helping  to  locate  soldiers.  “We  cover  altogether  a  hospital  centre  of 
20,000  patients.  Our  special  care  are  the  bed  patients  whose  wants  we 
try  to  satisfy.  We  equip  them  with  toothpaste,  shaving  mugs,  tooth  brush¬ 
es,  tobacco  and  such  things,  write  letters,  send  telegrams,  and  buy  things 
for  them  in  the  village  ...  Then  we  do  the  searching  work  and  that  means 
lots  of  desk  work  which  we  take  care  of  evenings  when  there  isn’t  a  dance 
in  one  of  the  Recreation  Huts  ...  Yesterday  1  found  one  boy,  blind,  in  the 
hospital  who  had  just  been  released  from  a  German  prison.  He  had  been 
reported  among  the  missing  and  My!  It  gave  me  a  thrill  to  write  to  his 
wife  for  him.”

“The 
fraternal  experience  guided  my  professional  path  and 
taught  me  the  timele  ss  values  of  leadership,  service  to 
others,  and  philanthropy,”  she  said.  “My  husband  and 
I  met  at  a  fraternal  1  sadership  conference  (he  was  on 
staff  at  his  fraternity  add  I  was  a  campus  advisor),  so 
it  has  also  shaped  my  personal  life.

re  you  feeling  a  little  lost  in  your  job  search? 

Not  sure  how  to  structure  your  resume  to  incor¬ 
porate  the  work  you’ve  done  for  your  chapter 
as  an  officer  or  advisor?  Never  fear!  Here  are  ways  you 
can  incorporate  your  Theta  experience  into  your  profes¬ 
sional  resume. 

1 .  Highlight  vour  transferruble  skills.  I  review  a 
resume  looking  for  transferable  skills.  For  example, 
if  1  am  seeking  a  person  with  interpersonal  skills  to 
work  as  a  clown,  I  look  for  experience  that  demon¬ 
strates  working  with  people.  If  Sally  Theta  submits 
an  application  that  shows  her  experience  as  a  cus¬ 
tomer  sendee  associate  at  a  toy  store,  she  may  have 
the  people  skills  I’m  looking  for.  If  Sally  doesn’t  put 
her  customer  service  experience  on  her  resume 
because  she  doesn’t  see  any  connection  between 
the  jobs,  she  risks  being  passed  over. 

Theta  experience  demonstrates  leadership  and  skills 
such  as  conflict  resolution,  public  speaking,  budgeting, 
networking,  and  event  planning.  Whether  you’re  in  col¬ 
lege  or  an  alumna,  highlight  your  Theta  experience  as 
you  would  highlight  paid  experience. 

2.  Organize  your  resume.  Be  sure  your  resume 
highlights  knowledge,  skills,  abilities,  and  achieve¬ 
ments  that  are  relevant  to  the  position  for  which 
you  are  applying,  I  recommend  structuring  a  resu¬ 
me  as  follows. 

•  Contact  Information  ■  Technical  Skills 

•  Experience  *  Associations  and 

•  Education  Volunteer  Work 


Of  course,  every  resume  is  different,  but  placing  volun¬ 
teer  work  as  the  last  item  the  recruiter  or  hiring  manag¬ 
er  reads  will  make  you  unique  and  memorable  and  help 
you  stand  apart  from  the  rest. 

3.  Be  descriptive  of  your  Theta  role*  Again,  all 
resumes  are  different.  You  may  wish  to  have  an 
extremely  concise  resume,  simply  listing  the  title  of 
your  volunteer  position  and  the  years  you  served* 

That  is  the  minimum  amount  of  information  to  include. 
But  if  you  include  only  the  name  of  a  position  and  time 
served,  you  run  the  risk  of  a  hiring  manager  having  no 
understanding — or  a  misunderstanding! — of  what  you 
actually  did. 

To  avoid  misinterpretation  by  the  recruiter,  I  recom¬ 
mend  adding  a  brief  description*  For  example:  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  Advisory^  Boa rd  Member ,  20 16- Present; 
mentor  the  chapter  women  at  Bucknell  University  and 
provide  guidance  and  advice  on  finance,  membership 
recruitment „  discipline,  risk  prevention,  and  all  other 
chapter  program  areas. 

Here’s  the  bottom  line:  Never  be  afraid  of  listing  your 
Fraternity  membership  and  volunteer  positions  on  your 
resume.  I  credit  Theta  for  securing  me  my  first  job  out 
of  college.  I  served  the  Epsilon  Pi  Chapter  at  Bucknell 
as  chief  Panhellenic  officer  and  president  and  went  right 
to  work  in  the  field  of  HR.  I  remem  her  saying  in  die 
interview,  “If  I  have  the  leadership  capability  to  ask  130 
college-age  women  to  sit  down,  he  quiet,  and  follow  my 
instructions,  I  can  handle  anything.1’  And  I  made  sure 
that’s  exactly  what  my  resume  showed  them!  0
